The $6,000 That 
Agencies Rejected 


The three major agencies which declined money 


collected for their accounts in the annual Hempstead 
County United Fund campaigns now have to their credit 
a total of $5,813.01, The Star learned from an inspec- 
tion of the United Fund books this morning. 


The United Fund office sent out checks as follows, 


and all cheeks were returned uncashed: 


American Cancer Fund, first quarter 1961, $362.52; 


f,cf calendar 1960, $949.19; a total of $1,311.71. 


American Heart Association, first quarter 
1961, 


$ 181.64; for calendar 1960, $725.35; a total of $906.- 
99. 


National Foundation (Polio), first quarter 1961, 


$725.04; for calendar I960, $2,869.27; a total of 
$3,594.31. 


The reason given for the three agencies' rejection 


of the UF checks was that each wanted to make its 
own fund soliciation in Hope and Hempstead county. 
Freedom of action is their privilege, of course. 
V? But this newspaper has the painful duty to point out 
that what we have here is merely a jurisdictional clash 
between the regional managers of the three agencies 
and the united view of this community. The out-of- 
town managers want individual drives, while the com- 
munity has settled on a single campaign for all. 


If the out-of-town managers have their way then the 


United Fund will eventually cease and liquidate. Sur- 
vival of the United Fund obviously depends on its all- 
inclusiveness. 
A Your writer is not attempting to judge how or when 
individual citizens shall make their donations to char- 
ity. Some of us, like Roy Anderson, this writer, and 
others whom the cancer tragedy has come close to, will 
make gifts for cancer control above and beyond dona- 
tions to the United Fund. 


The purpose of this editorial is merely to point out 


to the public that it has already given $5,813.01 to the 
three agencies named; that they have elected to leave 
that money unclaimed in the treasury of the United 
_Fund — and they are therefore subject to cross-exami- 
•'Hation by the public as to why they should seek addi- 
tional funds in separate campaigns until they have 
claimed and spent the $5,813.01 now on hand.

he is of below normal intelligence 
and that the trial court should 
have quashed the jury panel be- 
cause the number of Negroes on 
it was systematically controlled. 


The court noted that three psy- 


chiatrists 
testified Stewart was 


mentally dull but know right from 
wrong. 


"The fact that one has a mind 


below normal does not exempt him 
from punishment for his criminal 
acts," said the unanimous opinion 
by Justice J. S. Holt. 


Stewart was convicted of first 


degree murder in the fatal stabb- 
ing of William N. Caldwell on Jan. 
S, 1959. Caldwell, who was elderly

crippled,

stabbed 19 times with a hunting 
knife.

stands concerning the landings in 
Cuba by anti-Castro rebels report- 
ed to have started today. 


The U.S. foreign policy chief 


said that judging from the reports 
he has heard there is not any 
large-scale 
invasion of 
Cuba 


under way. He described the Cu- 
ban situation as disorderly arid 
confused with grca-l unrest in all 
parts of the country against the 
pro-Communist regime of Fidel 
Castro. 


But what happens in Cuba is 


for the Cuban people themselves 
to decide, he said. He noted that 
what is going on in the Caribbean 
island is not taking place from 
American soil. 


The Castro regime is accusing 


the United States of staging the 
reported invasion. The issue is 
slated for U.N. debate today. 


Sen. Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., 


said today a meeting of the Or- 
ganization of American States also 
should be called to consider "any 
eventualities" which may result 
from the invasion. 


Mansfield, Senate majority lead- 


er, told newsmen that the develop- 
ments this morning posed matters 
"for the Cubans to meet up with 
and settle among themselves." 


"Despite protests of the Cuban 


ambassadors to the OAS, I think, 
in view of all the circumstances, 
a meeting of that organization 
should be called to consider any 
eventualities which may result 
from (he invasion and revolution 
in that unhappy island."
